The announcem ent of the funeral 
arrangem ent* of the railroad mag­

mountain where he died yesterday. 
Rev. J. Holmes MoGuinness. rec­ 
tor of the little church of St. John 
on the Arden estate, will conduct 
the simple funeral rites in the Epis­ 
copal church and pay earthly tribute 
to his patron and friend. 
A short service at Arden house at 
2 o'clock Sunday afternoon will pre­ 
cede the church ceremony and *hen 
the funeral cortege, comprised only 
of the immediate family and a few 
intim ate friends will drive dom*n the 
hill to St. John s churrh. 
After a simple and brief cere­ 
mony there, the active pal! bearers 
will carry the casket of the man of 
millions to the Harriman plot in Ar­ 
den cemetery, a few- paces away.

The astronomer made this in­ 
teresting announcement in the course 
of an explanation 
of 
the 
methods 
used to determine geographical posi­ 
tion, given at. the request of a Madi­ 
son lawyer. 
After explaining the use of 
the 
sextant in determining elevation and 
latitude, with the aid of the almanac 
Prof. Comstock said: 
“ By means of the apparatus and 
methods outlined, even tinder the un­ 
favorable conditions presented 
by 
the Arctic regions, 
it 
will be quite 
feasible for the observer to find the 
position of the pole within a mile or 
some such m atter, and even 
to do 
considerably better than this by the 
exercise of minute car and pains. But 
this determination of his position de­ 
pends wholly upon the veracity of the 
observer, and it would be quite feasi­ 
ble to ‘fake’ a set 
of 
observations 
which should show that they were 
made exactly at the pole. and which. 
so far as their astronomical contents 
is concerned, would defy detection by 
any critic. 
That such observations 
have been made up in cold blood, for 
the purpose of fortifying a pretended 
discovery of the pole. is. of course, an 
accusation that ought not to lie made 
without very serious evidence to sup­ 
port it arni, in the present case, there 
is little pretense that such evidence 
exists. 
It is worthy of note. however, 
that, while in connection with every 
reported discovery of the pole, such 
astronomical observations should be 
offered in its support, the value 
of 
that evidence is 
wholly 
dependent 
upon the estimate placed upon 
the 
veracity of the explorer, and there is 
no astronomical criterion available 
b> which to test th at veracity."

WASHINGTON. D. C., Sept. IO.— 
It is now the unsupported word of 
one white man against another. 
The great polar controversy has re­ 
solved itself into a question of purely 
personal veracity between Dr. Fred­ 
erick A. Cook and Commander Rob­ 
ert E. Peary, according to the state­ 
ments of each, neither was accom­ 
panied by a member of his own race 
when he is alleged to have planted 
the stars and 
stripes 
at the 
north 
pole. 
That Peary had with him only his 
old negro body servant. Matt Hanson, 
and a handful of Eskimos when he 
made the last stage of his journey to­ 
ward the pole, and that he had sent 
back the only remaining white mem­ 
ber of the expedition when he reach­ 
ed atitude 87.8 was not known until 
the first installment of his detailed 
story of his trip was published to­ 
day. 
One of the principal argument* 
made by the Peary supporters against 
acceptance of Dr. Cook’s claim to dis­ 
covery of the pole was his own ad­ 
mission that he was unaccompanied 
by any white man. and that aside 
from the records of his observations, 
the only corroborative evidence 
he 
could produce would be the testimony 
of tw o -Eskimos who were. with him 
on his final dash. 
Now it appears from Peary's own 
story that he himself was in a like 
situation. 
Aside 
from the negro. 
Hanson, w’ho had been his “ man 
Friday" for the past 20 years, his 
sole companions wrere four Eskimos. 
There was no white man with him 
who can testify to the accuracy of 
his scientific observations above the 
latitude of 87 degrees 8 minutes. 
While the most radical followers 
do not seek to discredit Peary they 
point with some glee to statements 
made by Peary to supporters 
after 
Cook’s first announcement of dis­ 
covery that no explorer could seek 
to convince the world of his dis­ 
covery unless verified by the personal 
testimony of at least one other white 
man.
